THIS CONTRACT, entered into as of the day of 2015 by and between Washoe
County, a political subdivision of the State of Nevada, existing under and by virtue of the laws
of the State of Nevada (hereinafter referred to as the "County"), and North Lake Tahoe Fire
Protection District a government agency, having a business address located 866 Oriole Wuy,
Incline Village Nevada 89451, DUNS number 078773914 (hereinafter refened to as the
Subgrantee").

WITNESSETH:

WHEREAS, Washoe County is a member of the Local Emergency Planning Committee
(LEPC) and on behalf of LEPC members, Washoe County made applications to the Nevada State
Emergency Response Commission (SERC) for the 2015 State Emergency Response Commission
(SERC), Hazardous Materials Emergency Preparedness (HMEP) Training grant from the U.S.
Department of Transportation, CFDA: 20.703. These funds are not for research and
development.

WHEREAS, in response to the applications, Washoe County is subgrantee of state funds
through the Nevada State Emergency Response Commission under a number of grant awards

WIIEREAS, in consideration of receip of this funding, the Sub-Grantee agrees to abide
by the terms and conditions of this Conhact.

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows:



1. PURPOSE

The intent of this Contract is to pass through to the Sub-Grantee funding from the State of
Nevada State Emergency Response Commission, to provide funding for attendance to the
Continuing Challenge HazmatConference in Sacramento, CA September 8-11,2015.

The outcome of this grant is to send three (3) North Lake Tahoe Fire Protection Distict
personnel to the Continuing Challenge Workshop in Sacramento, CA September 8-11, 2015 and
reimburse expenses for Registration, Lodging, Per Diem and Mileage. This conference will
provide hannatresponders with premiere educational and hands-on training, while refreshing
basic skills to respond to hazardous materials incidents.

Norttr Lake Tatroe Fire Protection District, a LEPC discipline will attend the Continuing
Challenge Hazmat Conference in Sacramento, CA September 8-l l, 2015. Allowable expenses
include Registation, Lodging, Per Diem, and Mileage.

3. REPORTING

Quarterly Reports
Sub-Grantee agrees to provide all data necessary for the development and submission of the
SERC Quarterly Report, and to provide the data in the format determined by County. Sub-
Grantee will provide written performance and financial reports to County on a quarterly basis, by
the 10m day of the month directly following the last month of each quarter.

Financial Reports
Financial reports and reimbursement requests must be submiued quarterly by the l0th day of the
month directly following the last month of each quarter. Documentation to include: copies of
invoices, purchase orders, and proof of payment.

Grant Close-Out
Sub-grantee must provide a final close-out financial report within ten days from the end of the
award period (Section 5-Term) or any time prior to the end of the award period if no further
funds will be spent; and retain grant records for five years from the time of grant close-out notice
to Washoe County.

Annual Audit
Sub-grantee will submit a copy of their annual audit and management letter to County within 30
days of the audit completion. Audit must comply with all applicable standard accounting
practices.



4. COMPENSATION

Payment. During the term of this Contract, and subject to all terms and conditions set forth
herein, the County shall reimburse sub-grantee for actual direct costs associated with the SERC
Brilt, in an amount not to exceed two thousand, eight hundred, and fifty fow dollars ($2,854.00).

(5) Failure of the Sub-Grantee to keep accounts and records showing the
disposition of the money provided pursuant to this contract;

(6) Sub-Grantee employees, officers or its designees or agents using their
positions for a purpose that is, or gives the appearance of being, motivated
by a desire for private gain for themselves or others, particularly those
with whom they have family, business or other ties;

(7) Failure of the County or the Sub-Grantee to secure or obtain other funding
from sources which are needed in combination with the grant funds
provided by the County to completely carry out the progrutms provided in
this Contact;

(8) Failure of the County to appropriate or budget money for the purposes
specified in this contract.
